BEDFORD, N. Y., July 24.—Scream- 
ing, cursing and displaying almost in- 
sane fury, 150 negro and white girls, 
inmates of the ‘Bedford State Reforma- 
tory .for Women, race rioted today, 
fighting with knives, ‘flatirons, stones 
anil clubs back and forth over-the “tn- 


| stitution grounds and for an hour hold- 


ing twenty-five State troopers and the 


police force of Bedford at bay.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 24. 
Republican leaders of the State, al- 
most without an exception, are coming 
to the unofficial convention, scheduled 
to meet here Tuesday, with the frankly 
avowed purpose and fixed determina- 
tion of pitting the power of the machine 
against what they term ‘‘ individualism’ 
in politics, and fight to the finish along 
these lines. 

The hard-and-fast program, involving 
the designation of candidates for nom- 
inations — called ‘ recommendations "’ 
somewhat to soften the effect of the 
term on sensitive ears—means just that, 
and nothing else. Only a few of the 
leaders have arrived, but inquiry among 
them has failed to disclose any dissent- 
ing opposition to this outstanding feat- 
ure of the program.

Police Get Clue in Letter from 
Detroit to New York

SIGNIFICANT NAMES GIVEN 


Links Man and Woman Sought 
in Michigan with Visitors 
in This City. 


As soon as he read in the newspapers 
yesterday that “A. A. Tatum’”’ of De- 
troit was the consignor of the trunk in 
which was found the nude body of an 
unidentified young woman on Friday, 
Andrew J. Branic, proprietor of the New 
York and Brooklyn Express, 212 West 
Thirty-fifth Street; turned over to Cap- 
tain Arthur A. Carey of the Homicide 
Squad a letter signed ‘“* A. A. Tatum” 
that he said he had received from De- 
troit on June 11. The letter said: 

**I am sending a trunk to you pre- 
paid. Will you please get the trunk and 
hold. 

“Your express company has been 
recommended to me by a former patron. 
I am sending my trunk to you prepaid. 
Will you please get the trunk and hold 
it until I come on, when I will pay you.” 

Inclosed was a receipt for the trunk 
also bearing the name of “A. A. Ta- 
tittin’ > ss bye 

Brahic said that on thé day following 
the receipt of the letter he went to the 
New York Central baggage depot at 
Tenth Avenue and Thirty-third Street 
and to the warehouse at 228 East Forty- 
fourth .Street, where the trunk was 
stored and finally opened. But he could 
find no. trace of it. He then pigeon- 
holed the letter. and forgot about it until 
yesterday. 

Branic also gave Captain Carey a let- 
tér that he said he had received from a 
man he had known variously as O. J. 
Fernandez and O. J.. Woods, dated De- 
troit, Dec. 25, 1919. This letter was 
signed ‘OO. J. Woods,” and asked 
Branic to forward a trunk that gad 
been left in his care to “HE. Le Roy.” 
at the Y. M. C. A. in Detroit.

This incident Branic congidered vital 
because he had read in news dispatches 
from Detroit that Mrs. E. B. Brooks, 
manager of the Wadena Apartments, 
105 Ha:sper Avenue, that city, which 
address was given on the consignor’s 
tag on the trunk, that an ‘“‘ E. Leroy” 
had left her place suddenly in the early 
part of June with two trunks. §he said 
he asserted he was going to join his 
wife, who-had left sudden§y the: night 
before.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 24.—Governor 
James M. Cox is planning a speaking 
campaign which promises to outdo any 
effort put forward by a presidential 
candidate in the past. The limit which 
he has placed upon his speaking tour 
is represented by his physical ability to 
meet the test, and by that only. He 
will leave Ohio soon after ‘his notifica- 
tion on Aug. 7, and from that moment 
will know little rest. He is in splendid 


physical condition for the fight and says 
that he will not spare himself. 

It came out today that Governor Cox 
will -join in the great fight which is to 
be made by the New York State lead- 
ers to put that State into the Demo- 
cratic column. He will not only address 
meetings in New York, Brooklyn, The 
Bronx and Queens, but he will tour the 
up-State districts once -at least, and 
possibly twice. All of the New England 
States will hear him, and he. will make 
‘a hard fight in New. Jersey nd -other 
States in that section which the Repub- 
licans are now claiming as safe ground. 

Governor Cox probably will spend the 
entire month of September in California 
and other far Westerh States. He will 
meet the people of ¢Very State in the 
far West face to face, and talk to them 
about what.he proposes to do -in. the 
cause. of progressive doctrines in. the 
Grétit of hib eleotion, He alad will make 
a comprehensive tour of the middle 
West, invading every State which the 
Republicans are now asserting cannot be 
reached by the Democratic Party with 
dny hope of success. 

The only States. which Cox may not 
have time to visit are some in the 
South where there is no doubt that the 
cause of the Democratic Party will 
triumph. 

Inte Every Doubtful State. 
“I shall visit every State,” he said 
today, ‘‘ which is not Democratic be- 
yond the slightest doubt. There is no 
other kind,”’ he added, with a smile., 

This remark, perhaps, best illustrates 
the spirit in which Governor Cox is pre- 
paring to take up the fight. He ex- 
pects to outdo Roosevelt and Hughes, 
so far as sustained campaigning is con- 
cerned. 

Republican leaders who had hoped for 
a quiet time of it might as well dis- 
illusion themselves now. Cox is plan- 
ning to be on the aggressive from the 
word “‘go” until either he or Senator 
Harding breezes under the wire a win- 
ner. He is supremely confident today, 
and the reports which have been reach- 
ing him have given him added reason 
for taking such a position. 

In a general way the tentative pro- 
gram is to have Franklin D. Roosevelt 
make the first invasion of the West. 
Roosevelt probably will start soon after 
he is notified formaliy of his nomina- 
tion at Hyde Park, N. Y., on Aug. 9 
Governor .Cox is planning - to attend 
these ceremonies. 

From that vantage point the Governor 
expects.now to go into the Kast, making 
a few speeches in the New England 
States, but without any definite or com- 
prehensive program for a campaign at 
that time. He will, however, make sevy- 
eral important speeches in the East 
while Roosevelt heads for the Far West 
if the present plans are carried out. 

About Sept. 1 Roosevelt will head Hast 
and Cox will start for the West.

STORM COSTS CITY 
CENTURIES OF SLEKP 


New Yorkers Reckon 15,000,- 
000 Hours of Slumber Spoiled 
by Drumfire Thunder. 


SKY SHOWS WHAT IS IN IT

Lightning's Billion Candie Glare 
Hides the Daybreak-——All Dis- 
comfort Records Broken. 


About 15,000,000 ‘hours of sleep were 
lost by New Yorker yesterday morning 
Yn the heaviest and longest thunder and 
lightning storm in the memory of old 
inhabitants. 

For more than three hours, beginning 
before 3 A. M. and ending after @A.-M.,; 
batteries of billion-candle power search- 
lights were in incessant operation in the 


sky, inundating the city with tidal 
“waves of dazzling and. livid illumination, 
accompanied by a. drumfire of never- 
ctasing thunder. There was hardly a 
second of darkness during the storm, 
flashes and forks of lightning follow- 
ing one another with such rapidity 
that the ghastly, dying light of the one 
stroke was continuously absorbed into 
the glare of its successor. The thunder 
seldom got to the rumbling stage, as 
new explosions and crashes cut off the 
secondary rolling and pealing of the 
ear-spliter of the preceding second. 

While the instruments of the Weather 
Bureau do not measure this phase of a 
storm, yesterday morning broke all rec- 
ords for general discomfort, according 
to testimony from all parts of the city, 
combining severe heat, unsurpassed 
mugginess, spells of torrential rain, 
tailstoning on a large scale, and cyclon- 
ic gusts of wind with the mother lode 
itscl€ of thunder and lightning. 

When Almost Ali Is Still. 

All this was aggravated by the fact 
that the big artillery was turned loose 
just at the hour when NewYork is at 
Jast tucked in for the night, when the 
peak of noise has been passed for the

UNDER TURKS’ CANNON 


Columns Moving to Cat Off the 
Rebel Leader—aAll Troops 
'- Now Landed. 


ATHENS, July 23 .(Associated Press). 
—Colonel Jafar Tayar, Turkish Nation- 
alist’ commander at Adrianople, has 
evacuated the non-combatants from that 
city, according to dispatches from 
Thrace.

But 
P| they’ re practically all—those that’ are 
coming.in now—cats that are left behind 
when people close their houses.and go 
away for the hot weafther.. Five ‘came 
in only this morning. A woman phoned 
that they were in -a-vacant lot and suf- 
r |f@?ing for lack of food.” 

These cats had come from the tradi- 
tional good homie where they had been 
well fed and cared for, and the asso- 
ciation hopes to find good. owners for 
each and ‘all of them. They have lit- 
erally hundreds of.cats at this: time of 
year. 

In: addition to feeling very strongly 
on the subject of- those people who seem 
to think their cats need nothing in. the 
Summer, even to the point of being able 
to* live without food, the aesociation 
calls attention to the lack of humane 


feeling displayed by some people who do 


not care for their dogs when they have 
had -them a>certain number of- years. 
These are not the people who: change 
their dogs with.the style, now running 
to Chows ,and now to Russian woilf- 
hounds. -They are. just the average 
sensible folk possessed of average sensi- 
bilities, families with chidren and pets. 

**Do you see that old dog there?.”’ 
asked the attendant. _‘‘ She was brought 
here. They didn’t want her any longer. 
She has had lots of pups and her shape 
—perhaps it’s not all it might be. She 
managed to get out and made her way 
home—all the way to West Bighty-ninth 
Street, where she came from, and the 
man brought her back again. The dog 
just sat and looked at him ail the time 
he was speaking, telling how they didn’t 
want her, and has just been moping ever 
since,. won't eat, or.-go out in the runs 
with the other dogs.”’

OF GRAIN AND ANIMALS 


Farm Bureau Federation to Name 
“Committees to Devise New 
Marketing Plans. 


CHICAGO, July 24.—Appointment of 
committees to devise plans for the co- 
operative marketing grain and live 
stock -was determined upon at the final 
session today of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. The Live Stock Com- 
mittee. recommended it. This action 
came: a few hours after the plan of the 
Grain Committee had been received 
abe meg by’ a majority of the conven- 

orm. 

The Grain Committee, which: will be 
appointed in the near future by J. R. 
Howard, President of the federation, 
will be a permanent body with head- 
quarters in Chicago. It will investigate 
existing plans of co-operative marketing 
as well as suggest new ‘plans for the 
approval of the federation. Members of 
the committee . will. comprise leading 
grain producers, grain elevator men and 
others interested in the production and 
distribution of the product, 

After a. discussion of the freight car 
shortage a resolution was adopted di- 
recting that efforts made by the 
Farm, Bureau to obtain cars to move 
crops. 

The..Federal.. Trade Commission was 
congratulated for ‘‘ its substantial work 
in ‘the--past,’. and .the support of the 
federation was pledged: to that organi- 
zation.

PITTSBURGH, July 24.—As.a. result.

The production of crude steel 
continues at substantially the June rate, 
about 42,500,000 gross tons a year, but 
it' is now the common prediction: that 
unless there is a very material im- 
provement in the transportation situa- 
tion within sixty days, at the outside, 
4 the @roduction’ of steel itself will have 
to be curtafled by a very considerable 
margin. Of late the mills have been 
accumulating semi-finished steel, which 
can be converted later into finished 
products, In the Chicago district there 
has been some improvement and stocks 
of steel have been somewhat reduced.. 
Bisewhere the car shortage’ has in- 
creased. Hopes of improvement in the 
supply at blast furnaces and steel works 
have been dispelled through the new 
interpretation of the coal car order. 
It considers coal cars only those gon- 
dolas that are under thirty-six inches 
inside measurement. An added diffi- 
culty is the strict interpretation of the 
rule that cars, classifiable as coal ears 
when arriving loaded at mills, can 
be loaded out’if the load is to go toward 
coal mines. With strict interpretation, 
few of the cars involved can be loaded. 

Steel milla, instead of shipping current 
output as-far as they can, are picking 
out the finished produc already rolled 
that are special in ch , as, for in- 
stance, merchant bars that. are cut to 
length, since such special varieties 
might not be acceptable to the customers 
at later times, on account of change in 
the season and other reasons.

ENGLISH MAYFLOWER CELE- 
BRATIONS. # 

At. Southampton yesterday was held 
the first of the celebrations commemo- 
rating the three hundredth anniversary 
of the sailing of. the Mayflower from 
that port. In the-presence of Ambassa- 
dor Davis and other eminent persons a 
historical pageant was given. In 1891 
the Pilgrim Society of the Massachusetts 
Plymouth-put a “ Mayflower stone” on 
the “old causey” whence the embarka- 
tion took place. That stone celebrates 
the final,departure on Sept. 6, old style. 

n¢ misfortunes of the sister Pilgrim 
ship, the Speedwell, her long repairs and 
final absolute leakiness and uselessness, 
are dwelt upon in all the school histories. 
Only on the third ittempt did the May- 
flower complete that voyage which 
brought her to Cape Cod and. Province- 
town and Plymouth in November and 
December, dates which let “ every school- 
boy ” remember if he can. 

It was a mighty rough voyage. The 
Captain was a brute. So was the weather. 
“Oftentimes the winds were so fierce 
* and the sea so high-that she not. 
“bear a knot of sail.” Four. years later 
Epwarp WINSLOW wrote to intending 
‘colonists: . 

Let your cask for beer. and water be

those sixty-seven uncomfortable days. 
Of Southampton, for the moment, let us

THE RETURN OF THE BEAVER 

New Hampshire now boasts among its 
inhabitants at least four willing workers 
who have hearts set against underpro- 
duction and who labor all*neght with no 
thought of overtime. At .the' foot of 
Moosilauke Mountain, or Moose Hillock 
as the prosaic insist upon calling it, is 
a certain Beaver Meadow, crossed by 
Beaver Brook. It is high:« -the water- 
shed between ‘the Connecticut. and the 
Merrimac. The industrious rodent 
whose name still lingers was long ago. 
exterminated from the. White Mountains, 
and, indeed, from the greater part of 
the East, with the occasional exception 
of a zoological park. But, thanks to the 
Society for Protection of New Hamp- 
shire Forests, Castor has returned and 
is establishing his tribe again on Lost 
River Reservation. There are four 
beavers in Beaver Meadow, and in time 
their progeny will doubtless rejoice in 
their aquatic laborg, and in their swim- 
ming-tank sports over wide areas of the 
‘White Mountains. 

The four beavers came from Lake 
Itasca State Park, at the headwaters of 
the Mississippi, and are a gift from the 
State Forester of Minnesota. They 
made the long journey in crates fur- 
nished with huge tanks of cool water 
and were personally conducted . by 
MicHAaEL McCarTuy, agent of the Society 
for Protection of New Hampshire For- 
ests. ‘Their numerous kinfolk back on 
the headwaters of the Mississippi were 
the résult of a similar migration, being 
descended from a crate of beavers given 
by the Canadian ‘Government to the 
State of Minnesota. It is a small inci- 
dent, but by no means trifling. As a 
people we have been all. tod tardy in 
appreciating the majestic outdoor treas- 
ures which nature has lavished upon us. 
Thanks to a new public spirit, a new 
illumination of the .mind, we -havé, 
throughout all our mountain ranges, 
vast national forest: reservations. And 
now, thanks to the equally admirable 
comity of a sister State and of a- sister 
nation, we have made a step toward re-. 
storing the admirable and the beautiful 
wild: things which nature cteated to Tive 
in them. 

The beaver is perhaps the most widely 


+ celebrated of animals. in respect of in- 


telligence, and, like others of the cele- 


+ brated ones, he has suffered from undue 


famé. He does not.use his trowel-like 
tail for spreading mud on his dams and 
huts. He uses it in swimming and he 
makes a loud splash with it to warn his 
fellows when he dives from danger. That 
fis all. He cannot fell a tree in any de- 
sired direction and is, in fact, sometimes 
killed by the unexpected fall. His gen; 
eral intelligence is said to be no greater 
than that of other rodents, which is not 


positively superhuman. “hough an

Nothing is more remorselessly dinned 
into the infant mind than that two nega- 
tives make an affirmative. Yet the 
French, the most logical of people as we 
are the most illogical, say “Je n’ai pas 
de crayon” and are unashamed,, _What- 
ever the logic of the locution, it gives 
a rhythm and an emphasis that without’ 
it are impossible. And. it was perfectly 
good English until the Latinizing purist 
was let loose upon us. CHivom’s: Host 
says: a 

But certeinly iwerd ne wryteth he — 

Of thilke wikke ¢nsample. 

And again: 

Of swiche unkinde abhominactouns 

Ne I wol noon reherse. 

Is is possible ‘that the grammarians 
are in the case of CHAUCER’s Somnour?

A genuinely English grammar would 
be comprehensible, and therefore easiér 
to.master.

That our’ grammarians refuse to face 
this aspect of the question affords a 
curious commentary upon the nature of 
the grammatical mind.

is that the patient will not die, even 
he-may be very sick just now.

cere confession of distributing costs. 

Unlike the manufacturers and whole- 
salers, the retail merchants. "have been 
accustomed to consider everything over 
and above the first cost of an article 
as profit. This interpretation of profit, 
has been. as ‘confusing to the Govern- 
ment Officials eharged. with bringing 
down the cost of living as to the ill- 
informed public. Thrs, when the re- 
taller spoke of a 50 per cent. profit he 
was including the cost of doing business. 
In large cities, where rents are wie? and 
costly service features numerous, it may 
take 35 cents out of every dollar to pay 
expenses before the ‘store begins to pick 
ap an actual profit. 

Where the manufacturer's position has 
been more advantageous is in-his con- 
sidering and speaking of all charges up 
to the time the article is ready to sell, 
as costs. .His rent, insurance, advertis- 
ing and all other items of cost were 
always put down as costs and never in- 
cluded in the profit mark-up. To him 
there was no more difference between 
the advertising expense and the cost of 
raw material or labor tnan in the in- 
surance and rent. Yet even the highly 
sy8tematized store would merely con® 
sider..the first cost of the article as the 
cost, differentiate other costs, perhaps, 
under the head of cost of doing pusiness 
or operating expense, but at the seme 
time désignate every charge above the 
first cost as gross profit.

Retailers Wilt’ Learn. This in” Re- 

“placing Sacrificed Goods. 

One ‘danger seen in present merchan- 
péising “methods by a leading textile 
Manufacturer’ is the tendency. among 
certain: retailers to apply the ban on 


‘| future, orders to all. lines..of goods, re- 


gardless of the various conditions which 
affect. different articles. He pointed out 


| that, ‘since the time the general mark- 


down was announced in the-retaill field, 
store owners and ‘merchandise men have 
béen inclined to put the same policy into 
effect If all departments, 

** Some of the fallacies connected with 
making one rulé apply ‘to all lines. of 
merchandisé in a store,’" he said, ‘‘ were 
explained’ when: the markdown move- 
ment first started. The danger of mak- 
ing reductions or -all articles, regard- 
less‘of. whether they eould be replaced 
‘at lower prices or not, was fully pointed 
out. By this time I have reason. to be- 
lieve that the stores: which ignored the 
warning have cause to regret their hasty 
action.. It was proper and good- mer- 
chandising to make reductions on goods 
which. merchants believed were showing 
greatly inflated values. Reductions on 
this kind of merchandise forced specu- 
lators to unload thetr stocks and serve 
notice on manufacturers that prices 
would have to become more reasonable. 
Then when stocks were depleted or. sold 


out the retailers could .go back’ in the 
market and buy for cheaper rates. 

** However, the. merchant who made 
@ general reduction found many in- 
stances where he was forced to purchase 
goods sold at reduced prices with other 
merchandise at a- higher replacement 
cost. Then he saw the folly. and bad 
juagment of the general reduction policy. 
Considered -in the light of having to 
make an especially strong appeal to the 
buying public’ possibly some excuse 
might be found for the action of the 
stores that had general markdowns: In 
otner words, something sensational 
might have been needed to stir wp the 
consumer demand. If this was true the 
stores may. have” adopted the right 
course. But it seems to me that after 
the opening blast spent its force the 
novelty of.a discount wore off and there 
wag no advantage in keeping it up. 

‘“Just at present. manufacturers and 
wholesaleys in. various lines are still 
finding. evidence of a tendency among 
retailers, to run their stores as if they 
were handling only one article. What I 
mean is that the same policy is being 
used in many instances to guide the 
operations of all departments. Just as 
there was a blanket markdown there is 
now a blanket buying policy. I have 
talked this matter over with several 
other manufacturers, and they —— 
with me that there are more risks than 
advantages: in this method. y. for 
instance, should the .same. ‘ watchful 
waiting ’ policy be adopted in furniture 
as in shoes? There would - some 
reason in that method {f.the same condi- 
tions prevailed in both lines, but the 
cases are not parallel. Again, should 
ordets be held up on a scarce and high- 
priced article just because there have 
been declines on others? 

*““TIt seems to me that a mistake is 
being made and the retailers wil! have 
cause to regret the blanket policy I-have 
described. They may succeed in driving 
down prices on some articles, but there 
are legitimate values at present which 
are being neglected arid which later on 
will be higher instead of cheaper as‘a 
result of dilatory tactics by the stores.”’

If a signed 
order is required, there can be only a 
little variation from thé present prac- 
tice. At presént the buyer visits the 
various showrooms and going tess he 
the lines places his orders. Unless 
is possessed of a marvelous mémory he 
is bound to make purchases of the same 
thing from different mills, whereas his 
intention is to buy that material from 
only one con 

* Under the resent trade custom thé 
buyer has a certain amount of time in 
which to make comparisons 6f what he 
has bought. He may. find.that his or- 
ders include practically the same style 
from three or four mills. Then it is up 
to him to make a choice of the a 
he wants and cancels orders given 
the others. In other words,. his initial 
purchases are merely memoranda to 
guide him after he has. completed his 


rounds in the market. 

**In about a month he decides on 
what he wants and then makes his re- 
visions: ‘The mill agents consider this 
a legitimate practice, and 1! for the 
confirmation which comes- 
buyer has made.the comparison de- 
scribed. It is not correct to regard 
those first orders’as actual contracts, 
and no resolutions or other action on 
the part of the manufacturers can 
change the practice that is now neces- 


sary. 
“Of course, what can be done with 
advantage to the market is to have the 
confirmation of order signed 
give the buyer an opportunity to size 
up his selections and at the same time 
rotect the mill once the -initial order 
is confirmed. And if the confirmation 
is in the form of a signed order, the 
mills ought to insist on getti their 
orders confirmed within a certain time 
limit. This will serve to prevent the 
concellations that hurt most—those made 
oods are put in work or after 
have. purchased raw material

* A-list of apécific cases of extortionate 
charges for rooms end restaurant. ser- 
vice, by many hotels throughout the 
country: patronized by traveling : sales- 
men, is: being Prepared by a committee 
appointed afew. days ago by the Na- 
tional Council of Traveling Salesmen’s 
Association, tobe presented: to a Fed- 
eral“commission which the council has 
asked, the Government authorities to 
appoint at an early date. The atten- 
tion >of Attorney General: Palmer. has 
déen -called. to. what : the - council terms 
“ unjust and unreasonable, and, in 
many -instances, oppressive. charges 
made upon the traveling public by. many 
hotels ‘and restaurants.’’» Resolutions 
urging. that the Government take steps 
to ciirtail. the evil “of hotel profiteering 
which, it is stated, exists to a greater 
or less extent in all parts of the coun- 
try, have been sent to many Congress- 
men, ‘the United States Chambér. of 
Commerce and other influential bodies, 
asking -that.the earliest possible con- 
sideration be given to the niatter. 

Samuel Blumberg, counsel for the.Na- 
tional Council,. whose headquarters are 
at the Hotel Breslin, said yesterday, in 
discussing the. plan, that considerable 
evidence of flagrant’ overcharges is 
being collected, which: will be submitted, 
with affidavits. and vouchers of bills 
paid for rooms: and .meals,-to the com- 
mission as.soon as it may be appointed. 

“ ‘The most: flagrant cases of hotel 
profiteering which have been presented 
to°us,’’ said Mr. Blumberg, ‘‘ come from 
the towns and cities in ne — 
and Middle West areas: The ho in 
Louisiana, with few exceptions, in 
conspicuously in respect to. overcharg- 
ing. There is one house in particular 
that I will méntion, a well-known hotel 
in. Shreveport, La.,, where - traveling 
galesmen have recently beén charged $¥ 
a day for a room and bath. In a place 
of that sort: such a charge is outrageous, 
ahd our particular compleifit against 
that hotel is that it apparently has no 
established.-rates, but. seems to charge 
aceording.to the. evident need of .the 
guest to. get a room. 

**Many specific cases of excessive over- 
charging by hotels in several towns of 
Texas havé also. been presented to us. 
We have also received many letters. teil- 
ing of cases which appear to be positive 
instances of overcharging in the PMiddle 
West, all.the way from agg" von toMil- 
waukee and St. Louis. In this _connec- 
tion hotels could be cited in nth, Ob 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Cincinnati, - 
lumbus and Chicago. 3 

Tim -Healy, President of the National 
Council, corroborated the statements. of 

Blumberg. He explained ‘that in 
Pe the smaller “toane visited by 
salesmen good rooms with meals could 
be obtained. a few. years ago at $2 to 
$4 a.day.' The same -houses are now 
charging from $5 to $10, and in many 
cases meals are not. included. One 
case, he. said, had been - presented 
where asalesman had been charged 
$18" a day for his réom, bath and ‘meals. 

“ Ugually,” -said Mr. Healy, ‘‘ the 
sleeping room does duty for the display 
of such oe as the salesman is car- 
rying, .but many kinds .of goods it 
is preferable to use a separate. sample 
room. .Most of the lar hotels have 
such rooms and formerly ft “was .pos- 
sible to get them for the combat charge 
of $1 a day. The customary: price now 
for a separate sample room is $3, and 
sometimes it exceeds that figure. . 

* Another grievance among the trav- 
eling salesmen. is: the habit oonueed 
very generally. ofmaking a charge of 
an entire. day if the<room is kept after 
6 o’clock at night. These charges have 
frequently been’ made without giving 
any notice. that such a rule prevails.

** in marked contrast to the apparent 
profiteering policy of so many _ hotels in 
the South and Middle West and, to some 
extent; in the Eastern section is the 
oad courteous and fair treatment ac- 
ed. to.travelers, by the hotels in the 
Far West, including Denver and places 
beyond. This treatment is largely due 
tothe efforts of the Far Westérn Trav- 
elers’ Association, which has insisted 
upon just treatment while recognizing 
the necessity of asking higher rates than 

prevailed before the war period. 

Pre Conditions ‘dn respect to hotel and 
restaurant charges, according to the re- 
ports. from our members who have re- 
turned. from that part of the country, 
are very much better than in many 
localities east of the Mississippi River, 
there is no complaint of profiteering 
against the hotels of the Far West. All 
that: we are seeking to obtain in. our 
effort for a proper investigation is de- 
cent treatment and fair rates, but we 
do know that in scores of cases the 
necessities of the salesman have been 
taken advantage of and undér the guise 
of shortage rooms excessive rates 
have. been demanded. We know that 
rooms cannot always be had, but that 
is no excuse for doubling the price when 
there is a scarcity: and the line at the 
clerk’s desk contains more + travelers than 
can be accomodated.

duties “and responsibilities: He ‘knew 
that in one store the traffic manager 
might be attending exclusively to ship- 
ping: In another the receiving of goods 
might behis sele duty, with the shfp- 
ping taken care of by the delivery :de- 
partment. - Just what-a well-systema- 
tized traffic department might embrace 
has been something of a mystery. 
Like many other developments in the. 
retail business, the traffic department 
did. not become important . until condi 
tions forced it into prominence in storé 
affairs. When-it was a simple matter 
to place an order with a mill and get 
the.delivery within the specified time, 
or to ship goods to customers without 
the slightest fear that they. would not 
be recejved on time, the duties of a 
traffic manager were not onerous. Some 
large stores, in fact, saw no necessity [ 
for having a properly organized depart- 
ment of the kind. But when the war 
came conditions ones greatly. There 
were embargoes to interfere with the 
usual shipping routine. Rates were 
changed and there we “7 many. roblems 
presented in getting ise and 
distributing it to customers. Since 
armistice one strike after another has 
put the traffic manager's knowledge of 
conditions and routes at a. premium. 
Now that the situation calls for abi 
service from the traffic department, the 
stores are beginning to.see even wi 
possibilities in a .well-systematized de- 
partment. .Regarded in the. f phe that 
the store cannot sell goods if asn't 
got them, the traffic manager is ulaptne 
a very important role. But even more 
important than this is the saving ac- 
complished by careful attention — to 
filing claims for losses and following 
these claims up to the point -of a sat- 
isfactory adjustment, With .shipping 
conditions in the/ upset state they are, 
there has been an alarming increase in 
the pilferage of goods in transit.

In.other words, the traffic man: may 
not. be concerned with the cost of de- 
livery. from a mill or mazufacturer, but 
he is yitally interested in seeing that 
the merchandise is shipped over car- 
‘Tiers and lines of transportation which 
are free from strikes and congestion. 
One of the gravest problems confront- 
ing the stores at present is the amount 
of.merchandise tied up in transit.

F late we have been forced to 
listen to abundant and super- 
abundant attacks upon the

Today our more advanced colleges 
require one modern language; and 
they provide courses in the litera- 
tures of several languages. Clever 
boys or girls can acquire in high 
school a fair reading knowledge of 
French, for example;. and in college 
they can enter into possession of 
French literature.

I have elsewhere pointed 
out how an acquaintance with the 
actors for whom the parts were 
specially composed will help us to a 
better understanding of these char- 
acters. 

For example, the self-assertive and 
plain-spoken serving maid is a fre- 
quent personage in Moliére's come«- 
dies. At first these parts were per- 
formed by Madeleine Béjart, a ma- 
ture actress who had earlier imper- 
sonated the heroines of tragedy, and 
who had therefore acquired the val- 
uable quality kuown as authority. 
When she died her place was taken 
by a younger actress who happened 
to have an infectious laugh. There- 
fore the later’ parts of this type—for 
one, Martine, in the ‘ Learned 
Ladies ’"'—are far less forward, less 
domineering than were the earlier 
soubrettes—notably Dorine in ‘‘Tar- 
hoffe.’’ I think that I can perceive 
a similar adjustment of comic char- 
acters to successive performers in 
Shakespeare, his earlier low comedy 
parts written for Kempe being ro- 
buster and more boisterous than the 
later, written for Arnim, who took 
Kempe’s place and who seems to 
have had a subtler appreciation of 
philosophic humor. P 

Some of the recent editions of 
Shakespeare have been made more 
interesting by illustrations of the 
Globe Theatre, for which most of 
the plays were written, and to the 
stage of which they had to conform. 
The same device might be employed 
in elucidating Moliére’s plays; and 
Professor Wright, having provided a 
diagram showing the arrangement of 
@oors and chairs in which the 
** Learned Ladies *’ is now acted at 
the ThéAtre Francais, might have 
given us also a diagram making vis- 
ible the very different arrangement 
when Moliare brought out the play 
originally at the theatre in the 
Palais Royal, the sumptuous hal! 
which Richelieu had caused to be 
built for the performance of ‘‘ Tho 
Mirame "’ he had inspired. In the 
twentieth century Moliére’s brilliant 
comedy is presented on a clear stage 
with scenery boxed in to. show # 
handsome drawing room with its ap- 
propriate furniture. But in. the sev- 
enteenth century the play had to be 
acted as best it could in a very re 
stricted space between the rows of 
benches on each side whereon the 
courtiers sat, there being room for 
no furniture and the scenery beinr 
probably only a shabby drop scene 
at the back and possibly a pair or 


two of ** wings.”’ : 
In like manner, for the better vis-

** School for Wives ”’ *is 
located, Dr. Harvitt might reproduce 
a typical set of the [Italian impro- 
vized comedy, one of the two, for in- 
stance, on the frontispiece of the 
book in which Louig Moland brings 
out the intimate relation existing 
between Moliére’s company and the 
Italian actors who shared the Palais 
Royal playhouse with him. In sug- 
gesting that the editors of these two 
plays might well have emphasized a 
little more the purely theatrical side. 
I wish to repeat what I said earlier, 
that they deserve credit for having 
gone as far as they have done along 
this path, In- which they are pio- 
neers. It is p that coll @ii- 
tions of both Shakespeare and 'Mo- 
liére will hereafter be enriched with 
more and more information about 
the special theatre, the special ac- 
tors andthe special audiences for 
which the plays were composed, and 
by which these pieces were necessa- 
rily conditioned. This might very 
well be done, also, for the English 
translations of Greek and Latin 
plays. : 

In the past half century patient 
and protracted investigation has 
immensely incréased our knowledge 
of the playhouses for which Moliére 
and Shakespeare and Sophocles 
wrote—very different one from an- 
other and very different also from 
our present-day playhouse—and this 
added knowledge is invaluable in the 
estimating of the skill of these mas- 
ters of the drama when considered 
merely as playwrights. It ought no 
longer to be possible for a professor 
to expound a play as if its merits 
were purely literary, poetic and rhe- 
torical. He has no right not to util- 
ize the help he can get from Des- 
pois’s ‘‘ ThéAtre Louis XIV.’" from 
Thorndike’s ‘‘ Shakespeare's The- 
ater,” and from Haigh’s ‘ Attic 
Theater.’’ 

Fifty years ago I was already a 
persistent playgoer, yet I translated 
and parsed and scanned the ‘* Pro- 
metheus ** of Aeschylus, the *‘ Oced- 
ipus the King "’ of Sophocles and the 
** Medea "* of Euripides without the 
slightest perception of the vigorous 
skeleton of interesting situation and 
conflicting character which gives 
them their dramatic power. Most of 
the time I was so engaged in the 
quest of the second aorist that I 
aid not even feel the beauty of the 
poetry. less than twenty years ago 
a young friend of mine read these 
same masterpieces under a professor 
who loved them and who made them 
alive by his sympathetic interpreta- 
tion; but who dealt with them solely 
as poems in dialogue -without any 
mention of the actual theatre “in 
which they had moved thousands. 
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THE PARTY OF DISCONTENT 


HE candidate most likely to be

having been scared for 2 moment by 
the third party movement, they were 
scared, and rightly scared, up to the 
moment when the attempted amal- 
gamation resolved itself info its con- 
stituent elements. It was true that 
no previous attempt at amalgama- 
tion of radicals had ever succeeded, 
but things without precedent had 
been done already in this campaign, 
and who could tell that such an 
amalgamation might not succeed 
now? 
No one who has been about ‘the 
country and used his eyes and. cars 
can doubt that there iq a great deal 
of discontent.

a eRTRAM G. GOODHUE, archi- 
tect of the Gothic and the 
Hispanic, has of late ceased to 
be content to copy tradjtion— 

even the best tradition. His name, 
with that of Ralph Adams Cram, is 
associated. with the best that has 
been done ‘‘ after the Gothic’ in 
this country—with the new West 
Point, with the Chapel of the Inter- 
cession in Trinity Cemetery, with 8t. 
‘Thomas's in Fifth Avenue, for in- 
stance. i 

The new State House, or Capi- 
tol, of Nebraska, at Lincoln (known 
to the country at large chicfly as the 
home town of Mr. Bryan) has fur- 
nhished an opportunity for a radical 
departure—the beginning. perhaps, 
of a new school of Prairie architec- 
ture, with a sort of high visibility 

_as its motive—a 400-foot tower 
crowned by a glittering dome visible 
fifty miles across the flat country 
upon which it stands. 

The tentative plan for the Ne- 
braska (‘apitol has been chosen from 
an invited competition of ten archi- 
tects, at least eight of them eminent, 
with three not less eminent archi- 
tects from New York, Washington 
and San Francisco acting as judges. 
Each design was presented, as an 
elevation, fest the fascinations of 
perspective draftsmanship lure the 
judyes away from the clean-cut: Is- 
sue of a stark architectural idea. It 
was a deliberate judgment of Paris 
with all the frills removed. And so, 
for three days and for the better 
part of three nights, the designs were 
sorted: The finesse and the grace 
of the McKim, Mead & White de- 
sign was voted down. The splendor 
and sophistication of Magonigie’s 
plan was not selected. nor yet John 
Russell Pope’s pure classic model, al- 
though it was debated till the very 
end. The creature of Goodhue’s 


competition that the architect should 
not be tie down to any without-res- 
_ ervations rendering of his own origi- 
nal design. All that will be required 
of him is to create in the final build- 
ing the same spirit that imbued his 
first sketch. If Nebraska’s State 
Capitol be not as beautiful as if a 
more precedented idea had been 
chosen, that’s Nebraska’s lookout. 
At least it will be different from 
other State Capitols. 

The building, as at present pianned, 
covers a big square of ground area, 
with its chief architectural feat- 
ure that massive tower which will be 
so built that it can be used for li- 
brary stack rooms and for the filing 
of State documents. Its work in life 
ds indicated by its architectural ex- 
terior, as every real art should de- 
clare its purpose, be it a hand tooled 


“Topping the tower is a golden dome, 
4 which shall gleam like a lighthouse at 
: The main body of the building 
seems hardly three stories high—al- 
though none may tell what rooms lie 
hidden in_a cornice with apparently 
_ mo. windows to tell the tale. In fact 
_4qnést of the lighting for this building 
“will-come from four inside courts. 
~The outside windows are small and 
few for two reasons. Partly the cli- 


matic conditions have influenced the 
design, as is proper whether you are 
building in Cairo or in Rheims. The 
climate of Nebraska knows the bit- 
terness of a wind-sept Winter and 
the scorchings of an unshaded Sum- 
mer. Both are mitigated by the 
sheltered courts. ~ 

Then, for pure architectural rea- 
sons, a window-broken wall would be 
too fragile a base for such a tower. 
Again, had classic pillars adorned the 
facade they would have vast shadows 
too delicate for the massive thing 
which they must appear to uphold. 
Having committed itself to that stu- 
pendous tower, the building must pay 
the price. Having chosen strength 
and brutal vigor as its qualities, the 
Nebraska State Capitol must be con- 
tent when that ambition is attained— 
without any of your side lines like 
jeweled windows. 

Only twice is the front facade 
broken—and that in a way that has 
become a favorite with Goodhue, that 
great masses of masonry may pile up 
from the ground area in biock-like 
shapes. Thus the ground floor juts 
out beyond the main entrance floor 
until a terrace'is formed—not unlike 
the driveway about the Grand Cen- 


Not even in the features of the 
main entrance does the stern mood 
of this building yield to the biandish- 
ments of the gracious. Its claim to 
beauty, too, ‘lies in the final right- 
ness of good proportions, and in con-

fow domes capping the buttresses to 
right and left of the vaulted roof, it 
is as if the living rock had taken 
form and “ grown ”’ this sculpture 
on itself. Some modern’ German 
buildings have attempted the effect 
Jess successfully. 

The Nebraska Capitol as it is 
planned cannot hope for the quality 
of Grecian art. It will know the 
power of the football player and not 
of the Russian dancer. Its vigor will 
be of a cruder form than that of the 
West Point buildings, which were 
erected by Cram, Goodhue & Fer- 
guson, but where Cram’s influence 
prevailed. For Cram’s mediaeval 
fortress, overhanging the Hudson, 
suggests (as it was suggested by) the 
romanticism of mediaeval chivairy. 
To such a fortress Lancelot might 
have fied—Tristan, or any of the rest 
of the chivalrous if unwise gentlemen 
that had dared too much. There’s the 
glamour of the story book in those 
rocky buildings. Goodhue’s fortress, 
had he built it to suit his own fancy, 
would better have housed a Teutonic 
robber Baron. 4 

His peculiar genius is more discov- 
erable in the detail of the West 
Point buildings. Surely his thoughts 
were the first to visualize those stone 
eagles’ that are so much a part of 
the rocks that form the buildings, 
and there his present tendency is 
foreshadcwed. 

To return to the Nebraska State 
Capitol, it is neither Egyptian, -Ro- 
manesque, nor yet the ruins of Ro- 
man construction in Northern Afri- 
ca. Yet it suggests these three unre- 
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Prairie Style 


lated periods. In truth, what the 
architect has done is to select a 
mood and use form tc create that 
mood. It merely so happens that he 
has chosen the unyielding mood of 
the temples reared to Isis, of the 
churches thaf did honor to a God of 
gloomy ascetisism, and of those mas- 
sive constructions of Northern Afri- 
ca that tell the story of a Rome that 
had not yielded to the luxury of the 
Emperors—that was still the Rome 
of Scipio Africanus. Without an 
architectural detail of any of the 
three civilizations this design never- 
theless promises the same emotions. 

This is the most ambitious form of 
architectural creation — to create 
from the emotions out instead of 
from the architectural features in. 
A work of art in the emotional sense 
must be the result, given a technique 
and a_sense of proportion trained 
until they have become automatic. 
But will it be a work of art that you 
want to have around the place? For 
that is the danger in perpetugting a 
mood in imperishable stone. It might 
be a mood of anger, of cruelty, of 
aloofness—even of pettiness. : 

The mood which Goodhue seems to 
be developing in this structure, as in 
his other recent work, is of a stern— 
almost of a brutal—nature. 8t. .Vin- 
cent’s expresses the same spirit, 
though not a detail or a line is 
kindred. His St. Bartholomew’s, in 
spite of its exuberance of Hyzantine 
ornament, tends the same way. To 
stand on the north side of that 
church and to gaze up where the 
tiers of block-like construction 
pile up above the head is to 
feel for a minute ‘the power of 
this dominant mood. However, it 
is difficult, one might add, for the 
layman to be moved by St. Bartholo- 
mew's as it at present stands. The 
flat roof, awaiting the dome, and the 
exposed construction at the back, 
where the cloister will presumably be 
built, make of it an entirely too un- 
finished thing. Such buildings must 
be seen in their entirety to carry the 
message which was in the builder's 
mind. 

Therefore it is gratifying to know 
that he has given a No, as stern as 
his own conception of a State Capi- 
tol, when a practica] budget fan su-e- 
gested that the advantage of this 
plan was that it could be built up to 
the tower—ané then completed at 
the Nebraske ieisure. The plan 
calls for an expenditure of some 
$10,000,000, and work will not be 
started until the very end is in sight. 
A year will probably be taken to 
draw up the plans—and by the Sum- 
mer of 1921 it is believed that con- 
struction will begin. 

Then, for better and for worse, the 
monumental dream will become a 
reality. Either it will be a building 
of impressive force that will stretch 
its power milienniums into the future 
—as architecture, alone of the works 
of man’s hands, can do—or else it 
will be a stern-browed reminder of 
$10,000,000 that could have been 
spent in better ways. Certainly it 
will be no nonenity--no timid copy 
of a dead art.. Nebraska Ras been

NE of the inevitable and at 
the same time desirable ef- 
fects of the tercentenary of 
the Pilgrims’ landing at Plym- 
outh is the appearance of a num- 
ber of volumes concerned with the 
life of the early New Englahd Colo- 
nies. These books may vary greatly 
in individual merit and importance, 
but as a group they are the fruit of 
a praiseworthy effort to increase 
popular interest in American history. 
An author never enjoys a better op- 
portunity for the display of original 
talent than when he is handling a 
well-worn subject; many are con- 
tent to follow passively along the 
paths smoothed by numberiess pre- 
ceding feet, but the gifted few 
strike out into half-hidden bypaths- 
inspirea by a fresh and genuine en- 
thusiasm. The tercentenary _vol- 
umes are the work of both classes 
of writers, but, conventional or 
original, they will perform a valu- 
able service. 

It is highly desirable that suc- 
ceeding generations of Americans 
should cherish an interest in their 
Pilgrim forefathers, but it is scarce- 
ly surprising that this. interest is 
not generally observable when we 
consider how few Americans of to- 
day, comparatively, can claim these | - 
sturdy pioneers as ancestors. We 
cannot expect those immigrants of 
the last century who, Agnes Ed- 
wards tells us, have claimed North

‘seems to have been a legitimate pre- 
cursor of Tod Hamilton, and his 
ready pen represented the colony as 
a land of ** milk and honey,” where 
life was a thing of easy luxury and 
happy comfort. As a matter of fact, 
when the thirty-five expectant Pil- 
grims who arrived in the Anne in 
the Summer ef 1623 saw their 
friends, who rushed to greet them, 
they were seized with the desire to 
undertake the return voyage for 
Engiand immediately. The colonists 
were a toil-worn lot, who could offer 
only the scantiest fare of shellfish 
in hospitality to the newcomers. 
The fact that ordinary amusements 
were lacking in the colony resulted 
in a great amount of social ishmoral- 
ity that receives no r. -ntion in the 
chapters of our schoolbooks that 
hold up the Pilgrims as shining ex- 
amples of virtue. For so small a 
community they succeeded remark- 
ably in supplying material for their 
stocks, wooden cages and whipping 
posts. It is interesting to learn 
that the first occupant of the Ply- 
mouth stocks was-their maker. He 
attempted to charge an excessive 
price for his labor, and his punish- 
ment was the prompt and fitting re- 
sponse of the Pilgrim authorities. - 
Mary Caroline Crawford, author of 
** In- the Days of the Pilgrim Fa- 
thers,’’ writes: ‘‘ One reason why so 
many crimes of a social nature are 
r ded was doubtedly because 
the Pilgrims overdid in goverriment 
supervision of private life. There 
was no single. task to which the 
community set itself with greater 
diligence and enjoyment than that 
of watching one another."’ 
One element of Plymouth life will 
command a wide interest. Tite Pil- 
grims. discovered. that American 
water was not nearly so satisfactory 
a beverage as the beer and wine to 
which they had been accustomed at 
home. In spite of complains, how- 
ever, our forefathers seem to have 
succeeded in maintaining their be- 
loved stock. As cellars were not 
available in the Plymouth of their 
day, it is interesting to speculate 
concerning the probable place of 
safe-keeping for the precious supply.

guised as diplomats together by 
using the Swedish Minister as a 
source of communication between 
Berlin and the South American con- 
tinent, ‘‘are much interested in you, 
They are astounded that a plain 
civilian, without military training, 
has been able to conduct such note- 
worthy and original campaigns.’’

Chief. Carranza wished for civilian 
rule, although his own military ree< 
ord was excellent. It wag in trying 
to bring this about thet’ Carrarfza 
fell. Tbafiez calls it a-moble effort 
and gives him all credit for it, but 
his description of the man himself 
is highly unflattering and he 


| ascribes his fall ‘to the stupid meahe 
{ which Carranza employed in trying

desirable—the attempt, by American 
publicity methods, to force on the 
country a President who had spent 
most of his time outside it and whom 
it did not know, Bonillas. 

Whether. Mexico could have had a 
fair election and chosen a civilian for, 
President who was not a Bonillas but. 
a man of wide reputation and great 
force, no one will ever know. At 
any rate, there was no election and 
there was no strong civilian. It was 
still a land ruled by these Generals, 
whe, according to Ibafiez, ‘are a 
sét ef aggressive, harebrained boys, 
brought into prominence by the ab- 
fotinal condition of civil war; boys 
whé, to go from the parior to the 
dining room of their homes, deem it 
necessary to put on a cartridge belt 
and a couple of automatic pistols.’’ 

What is the result? A land of 
desolation, if we read Ibafiez aright.

The author does not deny 
that the cientificos, who ruled Mex- 
ico under Diaz, were grafters, btt 
they were “constructive in thejf 
thieving "—that is, they were graft: 
ers who built up Mexico and 
some of the money appropriated to 
build her up—while the_revolution- 
aries are simply vandals. The cien- 
tificos enriched themselves from the 
public works which they erected, but 
did not rob private individuals: 
“* Moreover, they got rich slowly: 
They took thirty years to make their 
fortunes; as they were not in a 
hurry, they collected their graft with , 
prudence and dignity, knowing full 
well that their Government was 
long-lived and there was no need of 
atly unseeinly haste. But the latter- 

thieves have ‘been rapid-fire 
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rapidity, who knew they had only a 
few years in which to get rich, and 
so had to steal as fast as possible.” 
So the public works are falling 
into ruin. The railways have existed 
only as a source of robbery or for 
use in dynamiting trains; the roll- 
ing stock has not-been renewed and 
it consists today of some old cars 
and ‘* patched-up and asthmatic 
locomotives which serve sometimes

NE does not have to agree 
with Mr. Folks’s optimistic 
obsession that haif a dozen 
years ago the millennium was 

** definitely predictable ’' in order to 
appreciate the very great value of 
the survey he has made of the cost 
of the war in terms of human val- 
ues. His notion that the millen- 
nium was so nearly at hand when 
the war broke out and “ post- 
poned it indefinitely *’ is interesting 
even if it is somewhat exaggerated, 
and the résumé he gives of the tre- 
mendous advances the last fifty 
years have seen in reducing illness 
and putting its under h 

control is impressive and stimulating, 
and makes a necessary background 
against which to show the extent to 
which the war has crippled human 
effort against the microbic enemies 
of the race. What those enemies 
have done while the defense against 
them was being diverted to contend 
with war-caused sufferings, what 
they are still doing because of the 
headway they gained—our own ports, 
where some of the deadliest of those 
enemies have slipped through and 
are threatening our own welfare, 
bring this phase home to us—the 
toll they will take for many years to 
come, what the direct costs of the 
war are in hyman lives, human suf- 
fering, lowered human vitality and 
efficiency, race crippling and the 
thwarting and delaying of human de- 
velopment are set forth in an appall- 
ing exposition and indictment. 

No one who has even the first 
faint beginnings of a social con- 
‘ecience—a possession which, when

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Spain’s Latest Literary Success

i THE SPANISH literary world 


the most widely read novel at 

the moment ts *‘ Pilar Guerra,’’ 

by Guillermo Diaz-Caneja. This 
novel is declared by the Spanish 
critics to be purely Spanish: in its 
motif.. The Christian name of the 
protagonist, ‘‘ Pilar,"’ is pécullarly 
Spanish, and her last, ‘* Guerra,”’ 
has nothing to do with war, but is 
a good old Spanish surname, which 
was once borne by a sculptor of re- 
nown. 7 

The first edition of “* Pilar Guer- 
ra’’- was exhausted within a few 
days after its appearance. ‘* Pilar 
Guerra ’’ is a picture of Spanish 
life, and, to judge by the heavy sale 
of the book, the Spanish en- 
joy reading about themselves. The 
author lives in the heart of Madrid, 
and the city of the court possesses 
no secrets that are hidden from him. 
In ‘Pilar Guerra’’ the reader 
catches glimpses of life in the pen- 
siones, or casas de huéspedes— 
boarding houses, in plain English; 
he is introduced into the homes of 
the aristocrats; he also penetrates 
the workroom of the famous sculp- 
tor, Angel Roberto. 

‘* Pilar Guerra ”’ ts first discovered 
as the teacher in a girl's school in 
the Nttle pueblo of Arfcell, where, 
in addition to conscientiously drill- 
ing the pupils in the ‘’ Three R’s,"’ 
she taught them to sew and to em- 
broider, and instructed them in the 
catechism. Her, love affair with Fe- 
lipe, the teacher in the boys’ school 
at the opposite end of town, would 
have reached a hgeppy culmination 
had tt not been for Luciano Bur- 
guitos, the son of the cacique, who 
was destined, according te his father, 
to become one of the leading sculp- 
tors of the Peninsula, a rival. per- 
haps, of the worid-famed Benlliure.

It is difficult to explain to Amer- 
fcans the significance of the word 
cacique. The dictionary gives the 
: definition as ** the leading inhabitant 
of a small town,"’ but this conveys a 
feeble impression of the actual power 
of these rural tyrants who control 
the destinies of the dwellers in their 
districts. 

Luciano came home for a vacation, 
and fell madly in love with Piar. 
His father, the cacique, promptly 
banished the girl from the town, but 
he had sufficient compassion _ to 
secure 2 place for her im a school 
in Andalucia, the Gouth of Spain. 

It is impossible to go from the 
North of Spain to the South without 
passing through Madrid. Here Ra- 
mona, Pilar’s nurse, who had—been 
her companion from the days of her 
ehiidhood, fell desperately ill.

However, soon after 
this, Pilar received a pathetic letter 
from the boy’s mother, who made 
an appeal to the giti’s better nature. 
She insisted that she had always 
believed in Pilar; that. she had 
pleaded with her husband to ieave 
eee Sey ee are 
in her work. 

** They -have been bad to you," 
she wrote. ‘If Luciano asks for 
more money we must sell the boat 
and the home—all that_are left to 
us now. You are good—be generous 
with a poor mother who begs this on 
her bended knees.’’ 

The appeal to Pilar’s innate good- 
ness proved to be the touchstone of 
her better nature. She freed the 
young sculptor from her evil influ- 
ence; she became a Magdalen re- 
pentant. 

Through his skill as a novelist 
Diaz-Caneja brings about a happy 
ending. The book has been highly 
praised in the literary reviews of 
Spain. One critic has ventured the 
criticiam that a woman who had 
been so bad could hardly have 
changed so suddenly and become so 
good.

He is more Hohen- 
solfern than the Hohensollerns.” 
Pretty soon the argument broad- 
ened from Prim's cabinet and the 
trapped Emperor and Emoress found 
that they were dealing with the King 
of Prussia, which meant Bismarck.

One cannot forget to this day Bis- 
marck’s humorous description of the 
King of Prussia, as recorded by Cari 
Schurz, which might be freely trans- 
lated into Americanese a4 ‘‘ the old 
guy."’ Perhaps, in spite of 1866, the 
French Emperor and Empress did 
not size up Bismarck aright. They 
still had an idea that they were deal- 
ing with William I. There are some 
indications in the memoirs that Eu- 
génie never got over that feeling, 
strong as her prejudice was -~—‘nst 
the Chancellor. It is almost funny 
to read how earnestly the Emperor 
and Emoress worked the German 
Courts to get Prince Leopold of 
Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen to with- 
draw his candidacy for the Spanish 
throne, when all the time, as we 
know from other memoirs less prej- 
udiced, that the Prince, and even his 
father, were mere pawns and pup- 
pets in the hands of the relentless 
Germans, headed by Bismarck, who 
had already determined on war. 

The Emperor did not want war; 
he was shoved into it. Even-when 
the Duc de Gramont told him that 
** this blow has evidently been pre- 


knowing this,’’ exclaims Count 
Fleury, the amanuensis of the Em- 
press, “‘ the Emperor and Empress 
are said- to have been partisans of 
this insane Franco-German conflict. 
The groundlessness of the assertion 
is equaled only by its absolute ab- 
surdity."* 

There was, of course, a rather raw 
statement by the Duc de Gramont, 
whioh the memoir attempts in vain 
to defend. Thiers said the Govern- 
ment had acted hastily. ‘‘ He kept 
reiterating this word hasty.’’ The 
Empress cannot conceal her dislike 
for Thiers, though she is fair enough 
to him.. “‘ He is getting old and so 
repeats himself.”"

George E. Woodberry's new vol- 
ume of verse, ‘The Roamer and 
Other Poems,”’ is & took that arouses 
the déépest respect. Here is a poet 
solidly centred in the old traditions, 
conservative in the finest sense of 
the word, and yet passionately 
youthful if many of his attributes. 
This few book is one that will be 
fought over by followers of the 
‘* new '’ schools in poetry; but it will 
take only a donsd mind to miss the 
authentic drift of poetry that gleams 
like a golden river through it. The 
long narrative poem, ‘* The Roam- 
er,"’ after which the book takes its 
name, is Shelleyan in some of its 
characteristics, although the atmos- 
phere of Dante hovers over it at 
times. It treats the familiar theme 
of the journey of the soul through 
the world until it ‘finds itself. 
Thoughts of ** Alastor’’ come to 
mind as we read its lines. Much of 
it is noble and lifted in sentiment, 
but it is the kind of a poem that will 
hardly appeal to the casual reader. 
The true lover of poetry, of the 
poetry of past eras, will find great 
delight in it. 

Of more immediate appeal are the 
** Ideal Passion *’ sonnets which are 
included in the bodk. They are beau- 
tifully chiseled and are sonnets in 
the truest sense of the word. Here 
is the second one in the series of 
forty-two.

Fuerstman, who for two years has man- 
aged a “‘ World’s Famous Artigts’’ se- 
ries there, It is his proposal to take 
over. the National Symphony's eaurse, 
which includes four appearances by the 
orchestra.

What Mr, Payne did not say is that 
Senator Wadsworth, who in the popular 
imagination. is @ member of the inner 
fing that runs the Senate, never at- 
tained that honer. That inner clique, 
headed by Lodge and Smoot, never dis- 
covered any title on Mr. Wadswerth’s 
part to be admitted. to their conglaves 
until] the Chicago Convention, when it 
turned out that they needed the vote 
of New York and that Mr. Wadsworth 
had. most of it. As it happened, there 
was only one reason for his having 
most of it, and that was the erroneous 
belie? en the part of the New York 
delegation that. he was a member of 
the inner ring of the Senate and a 
man of great influence therein. 

It was a ease of the vicious circle. 
There was no time to correct the mis- 
takes of the New York delegation, and 
the situation had to be accepted as it 
gtoed. So Wadsworth was invited inta 
the august presence of Lodge and 
Smoot because they needed his votes, 
yotes which he could not have had if 
the simple-minded New Yorkers had not 
Believed that he was already a thun- 
derer in the room of the board of di- 
rectors. A strange situation, but it is 
not the: first time it has arisen in poli- 
tics. 

Believing that Wadsworth was of the 
elect, the State machine made all its 
preparations te have him named at the 
unofficia] State convention ag the regu- 
lar candidate fer Senater, Suddenly 
Wadsworth digcovered that this was do- 
ing him harm, and made frantic efforts 
to backtrack it, The thing has gone so 
far now that it is deubtful if he can. 
If he can, then the United States Sen+ 
atorship will be the only State office 
left off the slate. 

How was it doing him harm? . Why, 
by reason of the digcovery that there 
was going to be a real fight on Wads- 
worth at the primary. This fight is 
going to be based partly on the anti- 
machine sentiment in the party, the 
sentiment that is not opposed to ma- 
chines in general but is thoroughly ep- 
posed to the kind of machine of which 
Wadsworth is supposed to be the head. 
All of a sudden this factitious greatness 
turns into a drawback. It -does’ not 
make things any better that William 
Barnes, long supposed to be dead with~- 
out possibility of resurrection outside of 
Albany .County, turns out te be alive 
and to be making political alliances with 
Wadsworth and others that may, in the 
scared imagination of reformers and per~ 
haps in reality, bring him back into his 
old réle of State boas, hi 

Dry-Suffrage Alliance. © 

But the opposition to Wadsworth does 
not vest solely on the fears of anti-ma- 
-chine reformers. The drys -are against 
him because he is a wet; the suffragists 
are ‘against him because he is against 
suffrage; the advocates of the League of 
Nations are against him because they 
believe he is against them, and its op- 
ponents are lukewarm because he could 
never be induced to define his position 
about reservations; the Wood men, who 
constituted an unquestionable majority 
of the New York Republican ¢lector- 
ate,- are against him because, in his 
gtatitude over béing invited into the 
inner council of the Senate and thereby 
having his position as New York leader 
guaranteed to him, he cut Wood to the 
bene. There aré als@ people whe are 
against him for miscellaneous réasons. 
The sum total, Mr. Wadsworth sud- 
denly discovered; was appalling. and the 
walk-ever had become @ scrimmage.

That all stretches a long way back, 
The Wadsworths are a ‘‘ family" in a 
sense not often used in America. They 
May be said to be the last survivors of 
the.patroens, In the war of secession, 
when: the Southerners used to indulge 
in. vaunts ‘about their being an aris- 
teeracy and say that the North had no 
bright array.of chivalry but only a row 
of mudailis, the’ North would point to 
General James 8S. Wadsworth, the pa- 
troon. of Genesee and grandfather 
of the Senator, gnd the South never 
could answer that argument. Later 
James W. Wadsworth came to Wash- 
ington as the leader of the Genesee clan, 
its feuda) lord, and ruled et home while 
he represented the clan at Washington, 
as some Argyle might have done at an 
English Court. A time came when Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Albert J. Beveridge and 
other persons of anti-feyudal disposition 
made an attack on Wadsworth, and an 
unknown plebeian with the pickled-pep- 
per mame of Peter Porter defeated 
Wadsworth at the polls in his own de- 
meésne of Genesee. He returned to his 
moat and donjon keep and stayed there. 

In connection with the suffragist oppo- 
sition to Senator Wadsworth, it should 
be remembered that the old pacifist 
group of women’s rights promoters dis- 
likes Mr. Wadsworth largely on 'ac- 
count of his consistent record in favor 
of military training and preparedness. 

If there is one thing which has stood 
out in the Senator’s career, it has been 
his championship of adeayate army and 
navy preparation to defend this coyn- 
try. Naturally, to attack him on that 
ground would not be particularly pepu- 
lar in New York State, but his political 
foes include many nacifists, some of 
them formerly tainted with pro-German- 
ism, who talk publicly about his pro- 
hibition or suffrage views, while pri- 
vately they do not hesitate to inveigh 
against hig reeord in the United States 
Senate on preparedneas, 

Heir of the Wadsworth Line. 


The. present Wadsworth is the latest 
ef his line, When the suffragists attack 
him for lack of sympathy with move- 
ments in the interest of the poor, ‘they 
mean to suggest that his feeling on that 
subject is hereditary; that he fs no more 
interésted in those subjects than any 
Montrose or Prince Rupert or Chevalier 
Bayard could haye been expected to be. 
His enyironment has always. heen of 
the other. kind, they say. Mr. 
Wadsworth's . return from ‘Chicago 
was joyous. .That thing of inviting 
him into the inner council had ‘fixed 
his position for all times with the New 
York delegation. In their eyes ‘‘ Jim- 
mie’ was a world compeller. Anyhow, 
he was the New. York State leader. 
‘* Jimmie '' himself went heavily after 
delegates to ‘the so-called unofficial 
State Convention of Saratoga. Then he 
began to hear of the revolt against him 
from the suffragists, from the drys, 
and, worse than all,; from the Wood 
people. He had more or less discounted 
the first two, but it had not occurred 
to him that while the Wood men and 
especially the Wood women might be 
heartily supporting Hgrding they had 
not forgotten or forgiven the clique that 
put Harding over in Chicago. 

The only thing lacking to the oppo- 
sition’ was @ candidate. When I asked 
ene of the leading opponents of Wads- 
worth’s nomination whether she  ex- 
pected to beat somebody with nobody, 
she answered, ‘No, we expect to beat 
somebody with somebedy,’’ The soenie- 
bodies up-to-date had been Congress- 
man Hill of Broome and George Henry 
Payne. The suffragists and the drys 
are giving no indication as yet Whom 
they faver, The Wood people seem to 
be all for Payne, wha fought their 
fight at Chicago in a rather valiant 
fashion. 

Payne oceupiéd the position of having 
been a Wood man and also of having a 
political record in favor of woman suf- 
frage and prohibition. Superintendent 
Anderson's irritating message to Wads- 
worth provoked a reply, and that is cer- 
tain to dlign all the drys against the 
Senator, 

The. diseovery of these things alarmed 
Wadsworth and he desperately back- 
Pedaled on the proposal to have him 
named as the Senatorial candidate at 
the Saratoga Convention. In fact, to a 
man up a.tree it looks as if he were 
beitig rapidly forced to the defensive 
on about every. issue connected with his 
candidacy. 

The primaries do net come until. Bep- 
tember. In that time Senator Wada- 
werth may be able to regain the affirm- 
ative, but he will net do so if hig appo- 
nents can prevent him, and from this

The other bill provided increased pay 
for jurors, and evoked from the Gov- 
ernor a touch of irony. ‘‘ The spirit of 

r-Government,"’ he said; ‘*contem- 
plates, patriotic service by citizens in 
the matter of adjusting disputed matters 
im the courts. * * * Those who are 
able financially to make the sacrifice 
in time’ would not be interested in ad- 
ditional compensation. From the: other 
view, we. cannot but gain the idea that 
those who ‘have Probably sought the op- 
portunity ‘t6 sérve as juréres in the past 
might, -with the encouragement of: added 
pay, becomie more or less professional in 
their . labora.’" 

When Cox first ran for Governor, in 
1912, it was .on a platform promising 
a State. budget and many progressive 
legislative changes. He was elected, 
served the two-year term, was defeated 
fn 1914, re-elected in 1916 and again in 
1918, His present term will expire next 
January. Although he has championed 
many forward-looking measures in 
Ohio, his’ outstanding achievements 
probably ‘are the budget system,: prison 
reform and a workmen’s compensation 
act which reduced litigation from 50,000 
cases in 1912 to fifty in 1919. As a re- 
sult of the budget system and an im- 
proved’ method of valuation for taxa- 
tion he called a special’ session of the 
Géneral Assémbly' on July 20, 1914, to 
reduce the tax rate, and it was set at 
the lowest figure in Ohio's history. 

On Campaign Expenses. 

Before quoting fromthe _record on 
these points; it may be as well ta di- 
gress long enough to show from the 
record what Governor Cox thinks of 
Campaign expenses, industrial disputes 
and one or two. other. questions. of vital 
interest in the present campaign. In 
his legislative message of Jan. 9, 1917, 
he. said:.”

Reduced to simple terms, the object. of 
a& campa'lgn is to inform the. voters on 
every subject that legitimately and ger- 
manely joins to the issues and the candi- 
dates.” Any step beyond this, and any 
Project opposed to it in motive, cannot 
but be regarded as dangerous. 
“Human frailties should not be 
played upon by vast treasures of money 
advanced by men or movements whose 
huge’ disbursements .can hardly be 
looked: upon as of patriotic inspiration. 
Tt ‘is not necessary to expefid large 
amounts of money for the promotion of 
a worthy cause, and, inversély,- any 
cause or-candidacy having behind it 
unprecedented financial support is likely 
to be regarded with suspicion. 

“It may, through legislation, be nec- 
essary to restrain irresponsibié organi- 
zations whose existence and activities 
are born of a hidden design, conceived 
by» ‘some interest afraid to operate in 
the open. I recommend that a legisla- 
tive committee of investigation be ap- 
pointed with the power to employ coun- 
sel and the authority to summon’ per- 
sons and papers and to swear witnesses 
in order that it might be known just 
what organizations have been entering 
into campaign activities,- and how much 
money they expended and collected—also 
the names of the contributo?s. This 


‘should extend also to candidates. The 


facts as adduced will then be a safe 
guide as to the necessity of strengthen- 
ing the Corrupt Practices act, or more 
rigorously enforcing existing law, or 
both.’’ e

Prohibition was a topic in Governor 
Cox’s message to the Highty-third Ohio 
General Assembly, delivered on Jan. 13, 
1919. Discussing the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment he said: 

“‘There is no conflict between intent 
and phrase. The electorate has issued 
the mandate that intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage shall not be manufactured 
for sale, nor sold, and the responsibil- 
ity of providing the means and method 
of law enforcement is with the Legis- 
lature. 

**This amendment is not the expres- 
sion of a caprice. The subject in ques< 
tion*has been persistent as an issue for 
several years. Nothing can. be more 
subversive of the public interest than in- 


The Legislature since then has appro- 


priated $30,000° for aninquiry ‘with 2 | 


view to reorganization of the State ma- 
chinery (such as Governor Smith is at- 
tempting to bring about’ in‘ New York) 
in response to Governor Cox's request. 
A blue sky law was passed at his re- 
quest for the protection of investors, 
and he reported early in 1914 that there 
was ‘‘a well-organized ‘attempt in. this 
country to break down ’’ such measures. 
He asked that the Ohio act be made less 
ambiguous and otherwise improved, that 
the judiciary system be reformed to 
eliminate legal delays, that a censorship 
of motion pictures be established. He 
urged, in fact, fifty-six . progressive 
measures, practically all of which car- 
ried. ‘‘ The new era in Ohio,’ Governor 
Cox called it. 


Against Lebbyists. 

One of the things Governor Cox wanted 
and got was a drastic i-lobby ‘law. 
He said that the person interesting him- 
self in Mgislation should not object to 
registering. “If his activitiés “be of 
such a nature,” said the Governor,

In 1900 it was 2.84, or more than 
six times the levy.now suggested. .The}| 
new rate will be considerably less than 
the rate in force at the beginning of this 
administration, notwithstanding it will 
‘oarry almost $3,000,000 a year for good 
roads, a project that was never provided 
for in any previous levy. It is all a dis- 
tinct triumph for decency in taxation, 
and means much for the general welfare 
of our communities.’ 


His Budget System. 


Governor Cox ran on a “‘ budget plat- 
form,” so that it is hardly necessary to 
repeat what he had to say in urging the 
Assembly to pass a bill providing for 
fiscal reform nor the arguments he used. 
The bill was passed. In his message of 
Jan. 9, 1917,.Governor Cox told the As- 
sembly, in. effect, that economies under 
the budget system did not mean parsi- 
mony. His advice seems so sound as 
to be worth repeating here: 

‘“‘In the authorization of public ex- 
pense you should be mindful of :econ- 
omy, and surround the State depart- 
ments, so far as you can, with such 
checks and restraints as to prevent ex- 
travagance, but it should be a construct- 
ive and not a false economy. Let us 
speak plainly on this subject. Govern- 
ment under modern auspices is given 
enlarged functions. We are findjng out 
that the Government which belongs to 
the people can render service to them 
which was not attempted under the old 
order.

Weuld Curb Sa-Called Lew. 


The war caused an enermous demand 
for almost everything we had to sell. 
In spite of the well-known fact that 


‘Increase of production reduces manu- 


facturing costa by reducing the per- 
eentages of overhead charges, American 
business men reiaed their prices in pro- 
portion to the desperate needa of 
Burepe, which required iron, steel, lum- 
ber, food, eotten, leather and countless 
other things, and had no time to bargain 
for them. The buyer’s necessity and not 
the cost of production determines sell- 
tng prices in times of unusual pros- 
perity, The seller's neceasity as .much 
as the low cost of production causes 
prices to fall in periods of unusual de- 
pression. Business, owing to its un- 
scientific and unethical methods, see- 
gaws from “boom” to “ bust.” It is 
predatory, either on the part of sellers 
or buyers, its predations’ fortunately 
(but inadequately) tempered by com- 
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petition and the goed principles of the 
majority of sellere ‘and buyers. To take 
advantage of the foreigner’s necessities 
was ‘‘ good business,"" of course, but 


(equally of course) the domestic prices 
rose to the same profiteering levela 
Only one power could have prevented 
this arbitrary raising of the level. of 
prices--the National Administratian, It 
should have demanded .

actually bid up against the public in- 
terest, and unpatriotically, by one gov- 
ernmentally-controlled works against 
another. The ‘‘ cost-plus’’ plan became 
a@ glaring iniquity, the source of graft- 
ing on a gigantic scale. Unskilled 
workmen and inexperienced boys re- 
ceived lessons from governmental 
sources that completely demoralized 
them. Theso were the easily preventable 
eauses which unstabilized prices and 
wages. When the prices of metals and 
lumber. and coal and cotton and wool 
were advanced all thinge inte which 
these basic products enter ag items of 
cost had to be advanced, Food 
products and clething and rents had to 
be advancéd, and lastly wages had to 
be advanced. There was created by 
administrative incompetency an endleas 
chain of profiteering of Which the end 
is not yet. 





maintained an effective naval force, cov- 
ered itself with glory, and withal the 
cost of living did not advance as much 
as 10 per cent. over pre-war prices. To- 
day Australian refined sugar, grown 
and manufactured by highly paid white 
labor and protected by a high tariff, is 
selling at 7 cents a pound; the best cuts 
of beef cost 18 cents a pound; mutton, 
13 cents; pork, 30 cents a pound; two- 
pound loaf of bread (after two bad sea- 
sons of wheat growing), 9 cents; pota- 
toes, 4. cents; onions (imported from 
Japan), 5 cents, and a suit of all-wool 
custom-made clothing, $35. 

Compare these authenticated prices 
with the prevailing prices here, and the 
measure may be estimated of the injury 
dene to our people by the inaction of 
uncomprehending statesmen. Australia 
sent ene-eighth of its male population 
to the war; 60,000 of them were killed 
(one out of every five volunteers); and 


‘costs (ineluding overhead) 
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many more returned so badly injured 
as to become wards of the Common- 
wealth.. Naturally, wages rose because 
of the shortages of help in every avenue 
of industry; the increase today is nearly. 
50 per cent. over pre-war rates; and it 
is this increase which has caused an 
increased cost of living in the small 
degree of 10 per cent. Can there be 
any doubt as to the cause of the pres- 
ent abnormal and unstable costs of 
things in this country? 
Hew Corporations Made Frices. 

How can we stabilize prices and 
Wages on some agreed-upon level and 
make @ recurrence of profiteering im- 
possible? I have said that we must 
believe the bookkeeper and. make his 
facts available to the buyers. I have 
ttle knowledge of accountancy, but I 
must depend upon it. All prices are 
necessarily based upon hookkeeping and 
cost-finding records. ; 

Consider a corporation operating a 
acore ef woolen mills, making ¢ great 
many grades of woolens. Its prices are 
fixed in one place upon the basis of its 
accountancy records. The prices are 
published. But the basia of the prices— 
the eosts—are secret. If the prices are 
fair there need be no secrecy: in fact. 
publicity would inspire confidence and 
premote sales. But if the prices are 
exorbitant secrecy is of the utmost im- 
portance, for buyers will not willingly 
submit to excessive profits; they submit 
now because they cannot prove prices to 
be excessive. Secrecy is the keyatene of 


, the arch of profiteering. A manufactur- 


er who published his actual costs would, 
under present conditions, be considered 
insane. 

Now, if one woolen corporation, using 
an efficient and uniform system of ac- 
countancy in all its mills and ware- 
houses, can selentifically determine its 
it follows 
that all the weolen manufacturers can 
de so, and that the average of the cost 
of each grade of woolens in all the milla 
could be accepted as the true cost, 

What is true of weolens would be 
true of cottons, flour, cereals, canried 
goods, furniture, boots and shoes, hard- 
ware, machines, paper, carpets and 
everything clse made in large quanti- 
ties, There are no difficulties whatever 
in the way of arriving at the cost of 
everything made in- large quantities. 
Every owner of a well-managed mine, 
mill, factery, farm or store knows his 
costs. The expense of making, manu- 
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@ -merchandising costs 
known. to - public would be neg- 
ligible. All that ig required is the com- 
plete utilization of existing trade as- 
sociations .to that end. : 

Each’ industriel group has now its 
velyntary local end. national associe- 
tions, which establish rules, educate the 
quently regulate prices. These associa- 
tiong have. no legal status or authority. 
Heretofore our Government has frowned 
upon them and has ‘sought ‘to pratect 
ultimate consumers by means of coatly, 
spasmodic investigations, rarely with 
any benefit to buyers. A trade associa- 
tion seldom includes all who are engaged 
in the industry it represents. Ita efforts 
for good or ill are to a great extent 
nullified by the non-members and. by 
seceders, Wars within an association 
are not uncommon, 

What ia bere proposed is to legalize. 
strengthen and utilize these associations 
for the purpose of making profiteering 
en easily detected and punishable 
crime, We would ban profiteering as 
vaury fs banned. ‘ 

We proceed upon the knowledge that 
@ majority of those engaged in any in- 
dustry are honest and inclined to be 
just. Let a law be enacted requiring 
every industry to form tecal and na- 
tional organizations, membership in 
which shall be compulsory. Give each 
association adequate authority to en- 
force its rules, orders and decisions, and 
to punish recalcitrant members, Require 
thege associations to perform the fol- 
lowing duties, among others: 

1. To devise and cause to be used by 
all tts members a uniform system of 
accountancy and cost finding. 

2. To require each member to report 
periodically to the association the cost 
(including overhead charges) of each 
article manufactured or otherwise pro- 
cured. : 

3. Te determine from the members’ 
reports of costs the average cost of each 
article in various areas (or nationally) 
and te periedically file in each area 
such average cost, with the data from 
which it was determined. 

4. To establish periedically a fixed 


article of manufacture within its juris- 
diction, and to publish these selling 
prices and to require its members to 
sell at the fixed prices without deduc- 
tion, increase or rebate, 

5. To require distributers and retail- 
ers of its products to put on price tags 
(or otherwise make public) the cost as 
well as the selling price of each article. 

The law we propose would require 
these various trade associations to or- 
ganize councils of commerce in cach 
area, each representative of all the trade 
associations in each area, with its mem-

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Not Content With His San Francisco Success, He Has Kept Cummings From |

Brennan ef Illinois, punished President 
Wilson and the Wilson followers at San 
Francisco has been teld many times re- 
cently, Thia ig the story of hew Bren- 
nan continued his werk of vengeance in 
causing the defeat of Homer S, Cum- 
mings for re-election to the Democratic 
Netienal Chairmanship. For Cummings 
was a friend ef Woodrew Wilson:

Wherever in this 
country the Slav has settled, in those in- 
dustrial centres to which his desire. to 
be with his own people has driven him, 
he has preserved or tried to preserve 
the old faith in its pristine form, and 
in order to do that he has had te nour- 
ish the hope of some day returning to 
the land where it could be so preserved. 
Thus up to the, time of the great war 
the homeland was ever in the near dis- 
tance, and so long as this condition 
lasted there could be no real assimila- 
tion of these foreigners into the life of 
America. 

What the devastating forces of the 
war accomplished on the Eastern Church 
in America was to sever these foreign 
era finally and utterly from this ¢eling- 
ing to the homeland, and to establish 
the Church as the only cennection be- 
tween the home of their ancestors and 
the new land of their adoption.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
It is a-truism that wherever there is a 
great work some great man has given of 
the best that was in him to make it... Of 
this. one is reminded when visiting that 
marvelous playground .of the people, 
Palisades’ Interstate Park, a people's 
play place, which competent authority 
has declared the finest and greatest 
thing of its kind in the world, even if 
the typical busy New Yorker has not yet 
discovered it, despite the fact that it lies 
but a few minutes from his door. _The 
truly great man bebind this truly great 
achievement was the late George W. 
Perkins. 

‘Another great man, also dead, drafted 
him. ‘Theodore Roosevelt:was Governor 
at Albany.

“SEEK TO STOP ROBBERIES. 
OMe a tr 


Superintendents and Engineers’ As- 
sociation Plans Employment Agency 
A campaign designed to check the 
‘growing number of apastment house 
robberies will be, launched next month 
by the Supérintendents and Engineers’ 
Association of Greater New York. At 
the regular monthly meeting scheduled 
for “Aug. 11, when the organization will 
take possession of its new headquarters 
at 127 Columbus Avenue, near Sixty- 
fifth Street, plans will be presented by 
members for the formation of an em- 
‘ployment agency from which honest and 
reliable apartment house help: can be 
obtained. Many of the recent apart- 
ment house robberies have been found 
to be “ inside jobs,’’ traceable to crooks 
masquerading as elevator operators. 

Apartment house superintendents be- 
lieve. that. there is .a ‘small group of 
criminel .elevator men who have been 
responsible for the recent burglaries. It 
is their opinion that a properly main- 
tained .employment agency will effect- 
ually prevent this type of burglar from 
gaining admittance to apartment houses 
or being placed in position where he can 
act as an accomplice in staging, burg- 
laries. : 

Richard Sause, superintendent of the 
big apartment house, at 620 Park Ave- 
nue, who is one of the trustees of the 
association, will begin a series of lect- 
ures on Aug. 11, choosing as his topic 
** Liquid Air,’ the new power which is 
just being perfected. Lectures to follow 
will. provide members with a complete 
course in steam engineering and elec- 
tricity. abe 
In discussing the purposes of the asso- 





clation Mr. Sause said yesterday: ‘‘ We 
‘have not formed a union or a labor 
brotherhood against the interest of land- 
lords or’ théir representatives. ‘The as- 
sociation has been formed for the pur- 
pose of creating a better understanding 
between the owners and their superin- 
tendents; to clear our ranks of the’ un- 
desirable elements and to’ attract as 
members such men as are familiar with 
the general management of buildings in 
a scientific way. . The course of lectures 
and the monthly meetings. and discus- 
sions will give the members first-hand 
information which will aid in the solu- 
tion of’ the common problems that come 
up in the maintenance’ and operation of 
buildings.’’ 

The President is Arthur Rimpler, su- 
perintendent of the apartment house at 
267 West Highty-ninth Street. The Vice 
Presidents are George Peterson, a su- 
perintendent at 601 West 190th Street, 
and William Kinnicut, who is chief en- 
gineer of the Hotel Broztell, at 9 East 
Twenty-seventh Street. The Treasurer 
is Fred Althoff, superintendent of the 
apartment house at 317 West Highty- 
ninth Street, and the Secretary, Ferdi- 
nand Furst, ‘engineer of the Temple Is- 
rael of Harlem. . Henry Husing, super- 
intendent of the big Wilsonia apartment 
house at 225 West Sixty-ninth Street, is 
the representative of the association. 

The association, which now has a 
membership of about seventy men, has 
enlisted in {ts ranks licensed engineers 
and superintendents of practically all 
types of buildings in various parts of 
the city, and has built up @ working 
organization in which a number of rep- 
resentative men in the field have be- 
come active. 


NEW LICENSE PROPOSAL. 


Alderman Harris. Introduces Ordi- 
nance Affecting Elevator Operators. 


In a proposed ordinance just introduced 
by Alderman George W. Harris he seeks 
to amend Chapter. 14 of the New York 
City Code of Ordinances relating to li- 
censes by providing for the Hcensing of 
elevator operators. The matter has been 
referred to the Committee on General 
Welfare. 

The proposed ordinance reads in part 
as follows: 

“ Every person operating or directing 
the operation of an elevator in the city 
shall be duly licensed as such and no 
person shall cause or permit an elevator 
to be operated without such duly li- 
censed operator in charge, except as fol- 
lows: 

**(a) On elevators used in uncompleted 
buildings for the purpose of hoisting 
workmen and materials. 

‘*(b) On elevators used solely for hoist- 
ing or lowering ashes and other waste 
materials. 

“(c) By an elevator contractor or a 
mechanic engaged in the construction or 
repair of elevators. 

‘(a) An inspector having authority to 
inspect elevators. 

‘ Every person operating or directing 
the operation of an elevator shall pay an 
annual license fee of $5.and the sum of 
$1 upon each renewal of the license. 
Such person must be at leAst 18 years of 
age and a resident of or employed fin the 
city at least ninety days immediately 
prior to the date of issuance of a license. 
All licensés shall be issued as of July 1 
and shall expire on the 30th of June next 
succeeding the date of issuance. 

“ Bach applicant for a license must 
submit, on a blank to be provided for the 
purpose, character references from at 
least three citizens, all of which shall be 
acceptable to the Commissioner. The ap- 
plicant, in addition, shall be examined 
as to his to operate an ele- 
vator. by a person designated by the 
Commissioner and if the result of such 
examination proves unsatisfactory he

New Line Would Run from Park 
to “Eighth Avenues, Curving 
Under Bryant Park. 


The new subway station proposed by 
Transit Construction Commissioner De- 
laney on Forty-second. Street, between 
Fifth and Sixth. Avenues, is creating 
considerable interest and comment 
among members of ‘the Forty-second 
Street Property Owners and Merchants’ 
Association, of which A. E. Thorne is 
President and Edward W. Forrest 
Secretary, and other nmierchants and 
Owners along Forty-second Street. 

The proposed: station is a part of the 
extension of the Queensboro Subway 
westward from its present terminus at 
Park Avenue, 


first Street, and go to Eighth Avenue, 
with a station at Broadway and Seventh 
Avenue, connecting with the west .side 
subway and with the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit and with the new station west 
of Fifth Avenue. ! 

This station will have entrances at 
both ends. At the eastern end there will 
be stairways on both sides of Forty- 
second Street about 100 feet west of 
Fifth Avenue, and the western stair- 
ways will be about 300 feet east of Sixth 
Avenue. ; 

The stairways on the south side of 
Forty-second Street will be located with- 
in the building line so ‘as not to’ take 
any of the sidewaik space. 

The Forty-second Street Association 
regards this station as very important, 
as well as the deviation of the line into 
Forty-first Street. ; 

The association is also pressing the 
removal of the elevated spur running 
from the Third Avenue elevated line to 
the Grand Central Station. This is re- 
garded as an obstruction to the street 
and the intense vehicular traffic now 
using this great thoroughfare and as a 
useless expense to the company. 

The aezsociation has urged Borough 
President Curran,. to whom the matter 
was referred by the Board of Estimate, 
to make full use of the special law 
passed by the Legislature at the in- 
sistence of the association. 

This law provides that if an agree- 
ment with the Interborough for the re- 
moval. of the spur is not possible, the 
Board of Hstimate, after ‘obtaining the 
approval of the Public ServiegCammis-. 
sion, may condemn ‘and. remove the 
structure. 

The association has received an opin- 

ion from Travis H. Whitney, former 
Public Service Commissioner and a Vice 
President of the association, that the 
law has adequately authorized the city 
to condemn the structure even though it 
is already used for a public purpose. 
_ Residents and property owners in the 
district are circulating a petition to urge 
the Board of Estimate to proceed with- 
out delay, and a mass meeting to disé 
cuss the matter will probably be held 
in the near future. 


‘EAST SIDE CHANGES. 


Sutton Place Buyers and Home 
Plans on East River Front. 


In the sale last week to physicians of 
two houses on the far east side over- 
looking. the river beyond Avenue A at- 
tention was sharply directed to the de- 
velopment plan of the block bounded by 
Sutton Place, Fifty-seventh and Fifty- 
eighth Streets, with the East River as 
the other boundary, which it overlooks 
from a high eminence. Sutton Place-is 
doubtless an unknown thoroughfare to 
the majority of New Yorkers. It is 
really part.of Avenue A, being the two 
blocks between Fifty-seventh and Fifty- 
ninth Streets, and a generation or more 
ago it was a charming home centre. The 
home scarcity and the renewed activity 
in private dwelling buying has led to 
the development of several eé¢ast side 
blocks, many being due to the formation 
of community syndicates, the members 
of which buy their own homes, alter 
them attractively and thus lead to the 
formation of an agreeable home colony. 

A plan similar to this has been formu- 
lated for the Sutton Place block men- 
tioned. It contains. eighteen old ‘three 
and four story houses, éleven on the 
east side of Sutton Place and the other 
seven on the south. side of Fifty-eighth 
Street, the numbers being 502 to 514, 
the last marking the end of that ‘thor-

Figures for the first three months of 
this year as compared with the same 
period of 1919 show a substantial in- 
crease in the number of riders on the 
transit Iines of the Interborough sys- 
tem, and a similar increase in the total 
of riders on al of the railroads, rapid 
transit and surface in the city. 

During the first quarter of 1919 the 
total number of revenue passengers on 
the Interborough subway was 128,067,- 
657 and on the elevated lines 83,423,778. 

In the first quarter of the present year 
the subway lines carried 161,472,247 and 
the elevated lines 96,112,259. The total 
on all of the city transportation lines in 
the first quarter of 1919 was 621,557,033, 
and during the same period of the cur- 
rent year it was 584,828,007. The in- 
crease therefore in the number of pas- 
sengers carried on the subway lines 
during the first quarter of the present 
year over that of 1919 was’ 33,404,590, 
an@.the. increase in, trafficon. the. ¢le- 
vated lines amounted to 12,688,481. 

No anaylsis of the figures has yet been 
completed by either the experts of the 
Public Service Commission or the ex- 
perts employed by the city to watch the 
changes in traffic with a view of dis- 
covering how fast the income of the 
lines was growing. t 

The figures, taken from the monthly 
reports of the various companies filed 
with the commission, show that the in- 
crease in revenue on the Interborough 
subway lines, based on the quarterly 
growth, is more than $6,670,000 a year. 
But the traffic falls off during the Sum- 
mer months at the rate of about a mil- 
lion passengers a day. Even if the 
growth averaged the same for each of 
the four quarters the total increase 
would be less than the increase in wages 
during the past year.

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BUILDING LOANS. 
SHOW BIG INCREASE 


Assets Have Passed, the. Two- 
Billion-Dollar Mark During 
Past Year. 


277,925 MEMBERSHIP GAIN 


United States League of Associa- 
tlons Seeks Création of Federal 
Bullding and Loan Board. 


The assets of the building and ioan 
associations of the Wnited States have 
Passed the two-billion mark, and during 
the last year have made the greatest 
gain in resources which has ever been 
recorded in any oné year, according to 
the annual report of H. F. Cullarius, 
Secretary of the United States League 
of Building and Loan Associations, 
made at the annual convention in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, last: week. 

There are in the United States* 7,788 
building and loan associations with 
assets aggregating $2,126,620,390, which 
is an increase of $228,276,044, or 12 per 
cent. gain, for the year. 

The total membership is 4,280,326, an. 
increase for the year of 277,925. 

In the course of his report the Secre- 
tary says:.‘‘ The showing made durimg 
the last year is certainly cause for sin- 
cere congratulations among the friends 
of building associations, for it demon- 
strates that the wage earners who are 
among their membership have . been 
truly patriotic and have not engaged in 
the extravagant spending mania which 
has been so largely responsible for the 
abnormally -high prices from which the 
whole country has been suffering. 

“They have practiced thrift and have 
Obeyed the injunction, ‘ Work* and 
save.’ Building associations have been 
doing a splendid work, and have not only 
been furthering habits of saving and 
thrift, but have also been promoting 
home building and home owning among 
their membérs.to the extent that their 
funds would permit. And yet vast as 
are their resources they have not been 
able to meet the urgent needs of their 
respective communities, 

“A shortage of homes exists every- 
where. The scarcity of laber and the 
high price of materials have retarded 
building activities to some extent, but in 
most localities there has been a real 
shortage of mortgage funds among the 
associations, and many ‘more loans. for 
home building purposes could have been 
made had these associations been able to 
provide the necessary money for that 
Purpose. : 

“The volume of business. transacted 
egeceds all previous records, and the as- 
‘potiations have met thé responsibittties 
which new and Hanging conditions im- 
Posed upon them; in a most sa } 
manner. 

“The notable intreases In assets for 
the year 1919 are as follows: . Pennsyl- 
vania $45,797,507, New. Jersey _ $20,961,- 
166, Ohio $21,919,165, Massachusetts $14,- 
674,966, Indiana $13,754,315, New York 
$11,241,148, Nebraska’ $8,616,514, Mlinois 
$8,538,598, Oklahoma $8,284,097, ‘Wiscon- 
sin $8,196,006, Louisiana $6,927,612, Kan- 
sas $4,952,839, Michigan $4,484,317, and 
Missouri $4,117,960.” : 

The Secretary also reported that thie 
United States. League of Building and 
Loan Associations, acting in conjunction 
with the Division of Public Works and 
Construction of the Department of La- 
bor at Washington, has in process of 
formulation for early presentation in 
Congress an act to provide for the for- 
mation and conduct of a Federal Build- 
ing Loan Board and the establishment 
of regional building loan banks, pat- 
terned after the idea of the Federal 
Reserve and the Farm Loan Banks, to 
aid the building and loan associations 
that become subscribers and members 
in securing additional funds at a low 
rate of interest, with which to make 
loans for the construction of new hom 
and thereby aid in relieving the Peon «4 
congestion so acute in many localities.

There are over two hundred men on 
the job and the entire plot will be 
cleared of the old structures this week. 
Over 150 loads are being excavated 
daily and the heavy foundation work 
will be started in a week or ‘ten days. 

In addition to, this job the Ley Com- 
pany is also building the Liggett-Win- 
chester-Ley Corporation building on the 
northeast corner of Madison Avenue and 
Forty-second Street, estimated .to cost 
$5,000,000, and the seventeen+story co- 
operative apartment house occupying the 
entire block bdéunded by Forty-eighth 
and Forty-ninth Streets, Park and Vah- 
derbilt Avenues, which is estimated to 





cost about $6,000,000. This structure, 
which, when completed, will contain 
about. 4,500,000 cubic feet, fis planned to 
be the highest type’ of apartment house 
ever built. ‘ 

There will be no. basement, as the 
building is directly over the tracks of 
the New York Central Railroad. The 
first floor will be occupied principally 
by the restaurant and public spaces, and 
above will be suites of luxurious apart- 
ments, the majority of ‘which will have 
been disposed of from the plans. 

All three jobs are running up to 
schedule and will be completed at the 
appointed time. 


BUILDING STATISTICS. 


June Figures Show a Small Gain 
Over Previous Month. 


Encouraging reaction from the May 
slump is apparent in June statistics for 
building from 199 cities, which as offi- 
cially reported to the American Con- 
tractor represent a total valuation of 
$131,117,320. 

Considering that the upward turn has 
taken place during unprecedently poor 
freight service, and in the face of tight 
money, high material prices, and high 
labor .costs, conditions which during 
June had shown little hope of speedy 
improvement, the upward turn is sig- 
nificant,

Comparing thirty-one cities whose per- 
mits. have gone over the million dollar 
mark gives for June a total of $88,470,475 
and a total of $85,408,270 for May. This 
gives a gain of 3% per cent. for June 
operations. 

In only six of these cities is June the 
low month for 1920.. These cities are 
Baltimore, Dallas, Fort Worth, Min- 
neapolis, - Borough of Manhattan.’ and 
Tulsa. For Atlanta, Los Angeles. and 
the, Borough of the Bronx the peak of 
1920 activity is reached in June. 

The total of June projects from the 
199 cities is $131,117,320, as against $139,- 
020,388 from the same cities for the 
month of June, 1919. This is a decrease 
of 5.7 per cent. from 1919 activity and 
is the first month of 1920 to show a 
decrease. However, it must be regarded 
that from a low start in January, 1919, 
activity progressed steadily until the 
first slump came in the month of July. 
June was the peak of activity during the 
first six months of last year. 

The month of April, 1920, stands as a 
record-breaking month for. permits for 
construction. Activity seems to have 
been focused in that month, and the May 
slump was not a slump to low levels; 
but back to a fair average. 

With the June rally a fact, it does not 
take wild speculation to predict that 
should some of the inefficiency. be ironed 
out of the railroads when the wage 
awards are granted and the announce- 
ment of rate increases made, the trend 
of 1920 activity will continue to move
